TRE words we have now read, are alſo 


written in the Pſalms of David, cxviii. 22, 23, 
from which they are here quoted by the Lord 
himſelf; and the apoſtle Peter, in his firſt epiſtle, 
- ſecond chapter, has noticed them again. Hence it 
is very evident that they are of ſingular importance 


to mankind. In ſpeaking from them we ſhall con- 


ſider the words as in the order they ſtand, only. di-

Firſt, It is generally allowed, that the Lond | 
- Jeſus Chriſt is meant by Tue SToxE; and, what is 
very ſingular, thoſe perſons who reject the Lord, 
acknowledge him to be the perſon meant, and at the 
ſame time conclude that they by 10 means rejeft 
bim. But by this ſtone is not only meant the Lord 
45 4 Saviour, or as he appeared among men; his di- g 
vine humanity is meant, his divinity, his word of 
divine truth, &c. as we ſhall have occaſion to no- 
tice under the ſecond article (that is to ſay) Wno 
ARE THE BUILDERS HERE ALLUDED" ro? . 
By builders are ſignified all thoſe who are teach- 
ers and leaders in the church, who exerciſe authority | 
and rule, and who are looked up to as guides, on 
account of their character, office, and wiſdom. And 
if we were to trace the ſtate of churches back to 
| ages, prior to the coming of the Lord in the fleſh, 
we ſhould find the builders have rejected 7his cor- 
ner tone. A few brief remarks may ſuffice. 
The Jews, it is well known, had ſet aſide the 


commandments of heaven, by their own traditions; | 


inſtead of the doctrines of truth, they taught the 
precepts and inventions of men, And although 
they believed in the coming of the Meſſiah, yet, 
when he did come, their minds were ſo confirmed 
in and darkened 4y their own falſes and errors, that 
they totally rejected the Lord and his truth. In 


the firſt ages of chriſtianity the Lord was received, 


his word acknowledge Ante his laws " obeyed: ; but 5

in a very little time the builders began to reject the 
chief corner flone :—firſt, his ſole divinity was denied, 
and then the doctrines of his word; the rulers and 
dignitaries of the church uſurped authority, aſſumed 
the power, and thirſted for divine honors. In 
order to accompliſh their ends, they pulled down 
the beautiful temple, and erected a babe! of their 
own. Where are the builders in our day, who do 
| _ Not. reject this chief corner ſtone? Perhaps there 
are none who either own they do, or BELIEVE it: 
— but let us ſee whether they do or not. Firſt 
Is the. Lord this corner ſtone, as to divine truth ? 
Is not that rejected? Suppole all the doctrines and 
ſentiments now maintained by the chriſtian world, 
of every denomination, were brought into one view, 
how many of theſe doctrines ſhould we find founded. 
upon the pure truth of the bible? I fear but,very 
kkw, and thoſe few much adulterated. Suppoſe we 
ay the internal ſpiritual ſenſe of the holy word is 
this flone, where ſhall we find that received? Is not 
that altogether unknown? And when we recommend 
it, is it not treated with a degree of contempt ? 
Again, if the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, as to his eternal 


not rejected by the builders? We Know that the

but not THe God. Their higheſt notion is that he 
is OxE WITH and EQUAL To the Father ; but not 
that he is the Faris, the Sox, and the Holy 
Rafe and in one divine perſon.

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deny be is Cod at all! "ay 10: is no more than nan? 
Do not theſe reject the Lord as the corner ſtone ? 
But is it not very ſingular that every one of theſe 
builders ſay they bo vor reject the Lord. Even 
the loweſt among them will tell you, that their 
doctrines are founded upon his word; that he is 


their Saviour, and the head of the church. Would 5 


to God their eyes were opened, that they might 5 
ſee their miſtake, confeſs they are wrong, and im- 
mediately pull down the babel their imaginations 
have built! But J do not mean to dwell upon this 
article; my deſign is rather to prove that this ſtone, _ 

which the builders have rejected, is now become the 
| bead of the corner. Firſt, then, the Lord Jeſus | 

Chrift becomes the chief corner ſtone and head of 
| his church when he is believed in, acknowledged, 

and known as the only God of heaven and earth. 


However marvellous this may be in the eyes of 


5 men, or however long they may have rejected it, 
yet this is a zruth, a fundamental and ęſſential truth, 
that the Lord Jeſus Chriſt is God alone. Nor can 


he become the chief and ſole head of the church, 


until he is ſo acknowledged. It is true that men 
SAY HE Is the head, but in reality he is not, if there 
be another God called the Father. If there be 
three perſons in the trinity, there are three objects 
for the church to love, ſerve, and be governed by; 
and therefore one of them cannot be the ſole head, 
if each of them are equal. In the primitive days 

the Lord was the head, the chief corner ſtone; the 
apoſtles preached him as ſuch, and as God over all-: 
55 WW | fa 
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but in a little time chriſtians departed from that 


faith; and ever ſince they have denied the ſole and 
excluſive divinity of the Lord God the Saviour. 


The builders, therefore, have rejected him as their . 


only Lord and head. But the time is begun 1n - 


which the Lord is known, loved, and obeyed as 


ſupreme Lord, the alone head of the church, and 
the eternal Jehovah. He is now the head of the 


corner—he is exalted above all Gods—and there 


is no name given under heaven, or among men, 
whereby. we can be laved, but the name of the 


Lord. 
Dutt again, the Lord is bee the way of the 


corner, as to his divine humanity. He is God and 
man in one divine perſon—the humaniry he afſum- 


b ed he made divine —he js the Father as to his divine 
eſſe, the Son as to his divine humanity, and the 
Holy Spirit as to his divine operation one God in 


one perſon, and THAT in a divine human form. The 


_ chriſtian world believe that the Lord Jeſus died 


| upon the croſs, was laid in the grave, and aroſe 
again; but How he aroſe, and with WAT BODY, 
they ſeem, in general, not to underftand. It is 


imagined that after he had appeared ſome time to 
his apoſtles, when he took his leave of them, and 


appeared to be received by a cloud, that then, by 


his own divine power, he either dropped the mate- 


rial body, or by ſome means changed it from material 

ro ſpiritual ; for I preſume no one believes that 
the material body of fleſh and blood aſcended into 

FE heayen. 
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we ſhall not now enter ne into the ſubject, 
N but only obſerve, that whatever the Lord received 


from the virgin mother, he gradually put off, and 
diſperſed, until nothing material or earthly was left; 
this materiality was all diſperſed before his reſurrec- 


e and his reſurrection body was ſpiritual and 
vine. 


But chriſtians have generally conceived, 
that after our Lord's reſurrection, he appeared to 


his diſciples in an earthly body, and that they ſaw | 


him with there bodily eyes this is a very great 
miſtake. The Lord was never ſeen by any after 
his reſurrection, except ſuch as had their ſpiritual 


ſight opened this is moſt obvious in ſeveral in- 
ſtances. When the apoſtles were met together, 
Jeſus ſtood among them, entering into the room 


when the door was ſhut, and preſently vaniſhing 


out of their ſight; when, therefore, he choſe to 


appear among them, he opened their ſpiritual ſight ; 


and when he choſe to withdraw, he cloſed that ſight: 
__ - fo that the tranſactions recorded of him, after his 
reſurrection, were ſpiritually done and not naturally. 


But as men have not formed a proper idea of what 
man is, as to his ſpirit; that he is a proper ſubſtan- 


tial man, independent of the body ſo neither have _ 
they conceived that the Lord appeared ſpiritually 
to his diſciples. However, fo it was —he appeared 


in that ſpiritual body which he had glorified and | 


made divine, and in which he now is; and the 
Lord, as to his divine humanity, is now become 


the head of the corner that humanity poſſeſſes all 


of--- 


Le] 
5 af the deity—and as eſſentially united therewith as 
our ſouls are to their inmoſt principles; and until 
Jehovah is acknowledged to be God and man in 
one divine perſon, it cannot be ſaid the Lord 
Jeſus is the head of the church. We acknowledge 
him as ſuch, we worſhip him as ſuch, and we know 
of no God fave the Lord Jeſus in his divine huma- 
nity. We behold him therein as the head of the 
church, becauſe he is THE LIFE thereof—all divine 
influence flows from him 0 the church—he is the 
foundation and he is the head, the firſt and the laſt, 
the all in all. As you come to ſee the Lord in 
this light, you will not think of three perſons 
diſtinct one from the other, and thereby be per- 
plexed about which is the head and ſupreme, but 
you will ſee that God is one - that God is the Lord 
Jeſus—and that he is the F ather, Son, and Gs. : 
Spirit, the living and true God. | 
hut again, thirdly, the Lord is become is head 
of the corner, as to PIVINE TRUTH, the HOLY 
woRD. The builders have from age to age, either 
rejected that word, perverted it, or falfified it. Firſt, 


the word of divine truth has only been literally un- 


derſtood; and fecondly, that literal ſenſe has been 
falſified by buman inventions, by traditions ; for as 
men departed from the Lord, who is the God of 
the word, and the fountain of all wiſdom, it is no 
wonder that they underſtood not the truth, but fal- 


ſified it by their own inventions; that this has been 


the caſe, and now is, is too obvious to deny; and 
it cannot be ſaid that Jeſus Caſa is the head of the 
| | corner, 
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corner, when his doctrines are rejected and fallifed, | 
and the traditions of men are eſtabliſhed as the 
truths of heaven. But now the Lord our God 
and Saviour will appear in his glory, as the vail is 
Temoving from the eyes of mankind, and the pure 


ſpiritual Leue of divine truth opened. Now it will 
be ſeen and known, that the Lord Jeſus is the only 


Sd in his glorified humanity ; the conſequence of 
which will be, that men will look up to him alone 


for wiſdom and direction the divine influx of love 
and wiſdom will flow into their minds and by that 
illumination they will underſtand the holy word in 


_ its true and ſpiritual meaning. The traditions of 


men will give way to the doctrines of heaven, and 


divine truth will be the chief corner ſtone, the 
alone foundation of the Lord's church on earth. | 


We fay this will be the caſe, becauſe we know it 
has already taken place. To many the Lord is 
known as the Jehovah ; by many he is loved, adored, 
and ſerved, as the only God; and to them the 


word of truth is now opened. And as there are 
many, many thouſands, in the chriſtian world, thirſt- 
ing for the living water, the pure truth of heaven, 

fo we doubt not but they will moſt gladly receive 


it when offered to them, and joyfully acknowledge 
the Lord as their head, their Saviour, and their God, 
And as this acknowledgment takes place, the 


ſtone which the builders rejefted will become the 
Bead of the corner. Thoſe who rejected his divinity, 
and deemed him a man only, ſhall ſee him acknow-

man to rule over them, ſhall behold him in his di- 
vine humanity, as God over all, and bow the knee 
at his footſtool. Then ſhall the Lord be the alone 
head of the. church, and all its members ſhall love, | 
worſhip, and obey. him; to him ſhall their prayers 
be directed, to him will they look for every divine 
bleſſing; there ſhall be one. Jehovah, and his name 
one all over the earth. | 1 
Proceed we, Mindy, to obſerve, acomtding 0 
our text, © This is. Ne Lord's doing, and it is 
ee marvellous in our eyes.” F irſt, it is the Lord's 


Auoing. You will recollect how many propheſies 


there are in the holy word, which allude to theſe 
great events; and as they are the declarations of 
God himſelf, they muſt and will be accompliſhed. 
The Jews oppoſed the exaltation of Jeſus Chriſt, 
as the foundation of the chriſtian church; but they 
could not prevent it: with all their oppoſition to 
him and his truth, they could but ſtand aſtoniſhed 
at his mighty power and wiſdom, and at the ſucceſs 
of that truth which he delivered. The work was 
the Lord's, and it proſpered; and had the chriſtian 
church continued i in his doctrines and truths, as At 
3 55 tir 
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firſt, he would have been the chief corner ſtone to 
this day. But the love of ſelf, of dominion, and 


of evil, prevailed in the builders and rulers of the : 
church they wanted to build ſuch a fabric as would 
| ſupport their own pride, increaſe their own power, 


and ſuit their own propriety; and in ſuch a fabric as 


this the pure ſtones of divine truth have no place; 
much leſs is Jeſus Chrift the chief corner ſtone. 


This 1s rather a babe! than a pure church, and 
the builders of that babel muſt aſſuredly be con- 


founded, when the Lord comes down to ſee what 
they have done. The Lord hath promiſed to 


reſtore his Zion, and he will perform the work is 
his own, and it will be marvellous in the eyes of 


millions. To this work the prophet Habakkuk 


alludes, i. 4, 5, Therefore the law is flacked, 


_ and judgment doth never go forth; for the 
4 wicked doth compaſs about the righteous : 


te therefore wrong judgment proceedeth. Behold

Having conſidered the ſubject 3 in able EAI 
and general point of view, let us now attend to it 


as InDIvIDuats. For what applies to a church in 
general, will alſo apply to the members of it in 


particular. As men, and as profeſſing chriſtians, 
we have all been building upon ſome foundation 


or other; and it becomes us to ſeriouſly enquire 
what that foundation is. The ſtone which the 


builders in general have rejected, it may be we 
have rejected alſo. Has there not been a time 
in which we did not acknowledge the Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt as the alone Jehovah? If there has, we then 
þ far rejected the corner ſtone. Do we now re- 
ceive him as ſuch? It is a moſt important enquiry. 


Is Jeſus Chriſt the only object of our faith, our 
love, and our obedience? J muſt confeſs, the time 
has been when J did not conſider him to be God 


alone, in the full manner I do now; and I eſteem 


uh

it as the greateſt mercy ever communicated to my 
ſoul, that I now acknowledge and believe in the 
Lord Jeſus as my only God; as the Father, 


Son, and Holy Spirit in one divine perſon. Is 


this, then, your faith? If fo, you are building upon 
the right and true foundation, on condition your 
faith is accompanied with love; and from that 
love you walk in his commandments. Do you 
now conceive of the Lord as God and man in one 
divine perſon! ? That he hath glorifled his huma- | 
nity, made it divine, united it with deity, and is 
akceſſible, approachable, and viſible, in that glorified 
body? viz. Do you conceive of God as a divine 
being in a divine human form? For if you do not, 
you can have no juſt conceptions of him. He is 


the only God, and he is the onLY Man; as we are 


all men by derivation from him. If you view the 
Lord in this light, you have the object of your faith 
before you, a centre for your ideas to reſt in, — 
you worſhip not an unknown deity. Th 
Again, have we not, like other builders, Kjeted 8 
the pure truth and word of the living God? been 
carried away with the doctrines, traditions, and no- 
tions of men? I fear it has been thus with us all. 
But are we returned to the chief corner ſtone, the 
Lord, as divine truth? His word is now opened 
in its internal ſenſe—have- we acquainted ourſelves 
with it? Are we building upon the fundamental 
and eſſential do&trines of it? being convinced, that 
to love the Lord with all the heart, our neighbour 
as ourſelves, and from thoſe principles to walk in

all religion? And are we not. only convinced of 
this, but do we thus love the Lord? Can we ſay: 
that he is the one object of our affections, that we

the only God of angels and men; you may — 
in, and make. a profeſſion of his word as divine truth; 
own the Lord in his divine humanity, and conſider 
him as the only object of all religious worſhip and 
at the ſame time be no nearer the kingdom of hea- 
ven, as to your real internal ſtate, than one who 
knows nothing at all about theſe things. CEE” 
It is nat knowledge alone that will bring us to 


| heaven, or make us happy; but pure love to God 


: affe&tions are heavenly 


and goodneſs, ſound charity, and an obedient life, 


muſt be united with our knowledge : then the tree 


becomes good, the heart is renewed, the will and 
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wal ſubjects of the Lord's kingdom. And until 


this is the ſtate of our minds, we are not building 
upon a good foundation, nor , the Lord the 


chief corner ſtone. 


You will conſider, then: how far the Lord i is be- 
come the head of the corner in this reſpect ; how 


far his love reigns in your will, his truth in your 
underſtanding, and both in your internal and external 


life—and ſo far as they fo reign, ſo far you have re- 
ceived the Lord, and fo far you are in a truly good 
and heavenly ſtate: and if you are ſo, remember 
it is the Lord's doing, and let it be marvellous in 
your eyes. That we ſhould become the objects of 


his love, the ſubjects of his new kingdom, the heirs - 
of immortality. and endleſs peace, this is mercy and 


compaſſion unſpeakable; it calls for humility, gratitude,
